„During the same period a number of 
merchant vessels, flying either the flag 
of Great Britain, France, or Russia, have 
been reported sunk in the Mediterranean 
region.

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WHAT TO HAVE IN REST ROOMS. 
EST roome are found in many of 

the ¢éstablishments where large 
numbers of women are employed 

or entertained. Some of these rest 

rooms are in charge of matrons. 

A matron of a rest room for a large estab- 
lishment is called upon every day to ren- 
der some medical or nursing service. 
While rest room matrons heve a great 
deal of experience, they rarely have any 
other training than that of experience. 
If there is a rest room matrons union I 


wish they could have a few lessons each 


year on reet room emergencies and per- 
sonel bygiene for women. But I under- 
stand that no such lectures are given. 
We suggest that every rest room de 
provided with a small equipment for the 
care of suffering girls. In the way of 
general equipment there should be at 
least one cot or lounge screened off so 
that a Ack girl can loosen her garments 


and remove as many ee she wishes. There 


should be hot and cold water and toilet 
facilities. There should be a few water 


bags, a supply of towels, a few bandages, 


and some safety pins. A emali medicine 
kit ie advised. 

Recently I asked a rest room matron 
What was the most frequent disorder 
among the women who ask her help. She 
replied that nine out of ten of the girls 
who call for help want something for. 
cramps. Obviously every medicine kit 
should have something for cramps. Thie 
matron gives peppermint and gin. There 
iz no objection to peppermint; there is to 
gin. I think the average woman thinks 
there is some medicinal quality in gin. 
It is a flavored 30 per cent solution of al- 
cohol in water. It makes a woman forget 
her cramps. ‘The woman gets drunk 
enough to overlook her pain. That is all. 
In the light of this fact the use of gin to 
relieve cramps is not justified. What can 
be done? | 

There should be several hot water bot- 


tes at hand. One filled with ice should 


be applied to the spine. Another filled 


with hot water should be applied to the 
abdomen. It is well to rub the abdomen 


with chloroform. Then place a cloth con- 
taining a little chicroform on the abdo- 
men and put a hot water bottie over it. 
Something is gained by chafing the limbs. 
If medicine Internally is needed give 
any one of the following: A teaspoonful 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia in a sma!) 
Nass of warm water. This can be re- 
peated in one hour if necessary. Or cam- 
phor, ten grains suspended in cinnamon 
weter by the use of mucilage. This dose 
can be repeated in one hour if necessary. 

If these measures do not bring relief 


a physician should be called. Any medi- 


cine strong enough to ease the pain where 
elmple measures have failed is too strong © 
to be used indiscriminately. Any patent 
medicine which gives relief does so be- 
cause tt contains oplum or something 


made from opium and alcohol. The fact

judgment. The danger that a drug habit

Or, bread, eight 
ounces; sugar, two-thirds ounce; milk, eight 
ounces; butter, one-sixth ownce; meat, two 
ounces; eggs, two; vegetables and fruit, and 
four ounces of a light pudding. A small 
amount of coffee or tea can be taken by those 
accustomed to it.

Joachim of Prussia, was officially 
announced last week, belongs to what un- 
doubtedly is the oldest sovereign dynasty 
of Germany. For the sovereign and ducal 
house of Anhalt claims to be able to 
prove its ancestry in an unbroken male 
line back to Noah, their patronymic, As- 
cania, being derived from the castle of 
Ascania, or of Ascaria, now in ruins, but 
which figures in still existing contem- 
porary records as a powerful stronghold 
in A. D. 1039. 

The fortunes of the family are bound 
up with a toad, or rather a talisman, 
which is the gift of a toad.

Mise Margaret Wilson's public refer- 
ence in Cleveland to reminiscences of 
days when the president and his family 
were “ frightfully poor ” is regarded here 
as supplying a good beginning to any 
one who cares to write an account of the 
remarkable adventures of Woodrow Wil- 
son and the (political) fairies. The presi- 
dent, it is opined, must believe in fairies— 
political, of course-—for they have 
brought him wealth and power in profu- 


sion. 
Poor a Few Years Ago. 
N was not so many years ago that Mr. 
Wilson was a college professor strug- 
gling to make both ends meet. In those 
days, pictured so convincingly by Miss 
Wilson, the professor sang tenor solos 
to the ‘accompaniment of a melodeon 
because the family couldn't afford a 
plano.” Now the president, who is re- 
to have waxed lyrical since falling 
in love with Mrs. Galt, may enjoy the 
accompaniment of the great gilt state 
piano in the east room of the White 
House or the orchestrated strains of the 
marine concealed behind palms. 
It only a few years ago that Mr. 
Wilson was reckoned poor in world’s 
goods. As late as 1910 when a candidate 
for governor of New Jersey he applied to 
the Carnégie institution for a teacher’s 

pension. 

Saves Goodly Sum Each Year. 
Now Mr. Wilson has a salary of $75,000 
@ year and an allowance of $25,000 for 
traveling expenses. He has spent only a 
fraction of the amount paid out by his 
immediate predecessors in official and 
unofiicial entertaining. It ig estimated 
that the president is enabled to save at 
least $50,000 of his salary each year. 
At the close of his term of office in 1917 
the former poor college professor will 
be rated as the possessor of at least 
$200,000 Mrs. Gait, to whom he soon 
4 Will be married, has a fortune estimated 
at $300,000.
